rivals cower, and when they went into the ring he al- 
ready had them half licked. A former backer of the 
ex-cham pion said recently that all that Sullivan had to 
do in a fight was to look at his antagonist to make him 
shiver. Perhaps it wasn'tas bad as all that, but just 
the same Sullivan kept on winning. Of course, in bis 
day, he was a great fighter, but bis way of making his 
opponents fear him added considerably to his success. 
“After Terry McGovern became known as a pugilist 
he did not have much trouble in vanguishing his ad- 
versaries. Long before he rose to the top of his division 
his powers as a puncher became known. Some of those 
who faced him realized what their fate would be if 
Terry got home just one blow. So this fact almost 
scared them out of their wits, and when they left their 
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Boxers of Known Repute who are now Under the Able Management of Cal Harris of Pueblo, 


chairs to Btart the fight they were scared almost to 
death. Most of them, although skilled and heavy 
punchers, forgot all they had ever known about fight- 
ing and were easy. 

“But just such fighters as Sullivan and McGovern be- 
come victims themselves when they stack against 
rivals who are just as fearless as themselves and who 
know just as much about the manly art, if not more, 
Take the first battle between Young Corbett and Mc- 
Govern. Before that mill Corbett was practically un- 
known and Sam Harris, McGovern’s manager, 
thought it a masterstroke when he matched Terry to 
meet the unknown from the West. The wisest sports, 
those who have the pugilistic game down to a science, 
thought that Corbett would be the easiest kind of a cinch. 
A couple of weeks before the match came off a trainer of 
a well-known heavyweight went to Corbett’s quarters 
in Hartford and told the Denver youth that he was up 
against it and that it would be a wise thing for him to 
draw out of the battle and go home. 

* You know Corbett is a sensible chap, and one thing 
that he dislikes is to be advised by an outsider. So he 


| took the trainer to task at once and went after him in 
| this fashion: 


* ‘Go home, did you say? Why, you must be kid- 
ding. Now, if I wanted to be impolite and a loafer I 
would just take you in tow and give you a sound 
thrashing, which you deserve. But I won’t. I'll 
simply tell you to go to hell, and also inform you that 
you can tell Mr. McGovern to do the same.

“The first thing a manager that I know does when 
he takes hold of a fighter is to try to imbue him with 
fearlessness. While training he subjects his men to all 
sorts of hardships, matches them against men of repu- 
tation, and does not let them do much boxing ina 
gymnasium. If there is anything of the coward in 
them this will bring it out. 

“One of the reasons why Joe Grim, the Italian fighter 
of Philadelphia, is so successful is that fear and stage 
fright are foreign to him. He is willing to tackle any- 
body, no matter how much he weighs or what his 
reputation may be. When Grim challenged Jeffries a 
few months ago he did so in all seriousness, even after 
someone pointed out that a blow from the husky cham- 
pion might kill him, 

“Bob Fitzsimmons is a hardy, fearless man, as his 
long campaign in the ring and his preservation will 
attest. Fitz never has been known to flinch at any 
time. He thinks no more of wrestling with a lion ora 
vicious dog than you would of eating your dinner. A 
bite from one of these animals never bothers him, and 
be has been bitten several times. 

“Joe Walcott owes much of his success to the fact 
that nothing can scare him. Walcott is always ready 





where he took a lot of beating; but he always seemed 
scared to me and never fought without leaving the im- 
pression that he was afraid of the ultimate outcome."

Career of the Man Who Defeate:

A new star has risen in the wrestling firmament, or 
which bids fair to eclipse in brightness any of t! 
present generation of ‘grappling’ luminaries and ad 
lustre to a pastime which was declining in popularit 
for the sole reason that no aspirants for championsh) 
distinction capable of disputing the possessorship « 
the title with the gladiators who held the honors ha 
been exploited. To “Farmer’’ Burns, one of the o! 
guard, must be given the credit of presenting Youn 
Frank Gotch, whose defeat of Tom Jenkins, of Clev« 
land, the recognized champion catch-as-catch-ca 
wrestler of America, was one of the sensational ha; 
penings of the year in sporting circles. 

Gotch was raised ona farm near Humboldt, Iows 
and two years ago, at Sioux City, on the occasion « 
his first match after beginning his professional caree, 
in Alaska, “Farmer” Burns, Gotch’s teacher, an- 
nounced: ‘There’s nobody in Iowa to-night this ma: 
cannotthrow. He is open tochallenge. Within tw 
years he will throw Jenkins. Just remember that 
people,”’ 

This was in February, 1902. On the night of January 
28, at Bellingham, Wash., with the two years all but 
two weeks up, Gotch met Jenkins. Once before th« 
two had met, when Gotch claimed he had been robbed 
of the match. This time Gotch actually outclassed his 
opponent, winning two straight falis and showing thx 
crowd of 5,000 persons that the man who had been 
champion six years was helpless in his grips. 

Gotch is a discovery of Burns. Burns saw the mar- 
velous physical endowment of the boy and made him 
his protege. Gotcbh was built Just right for a wrestler. 
Sheaths of muscles shield his neck, which is scarcely 
less large than his head. His body muscles are knit as 
firmly as oak,and there is no effeminate waist line. 
His legs are like great pillars and his arms are tremen- 
dously powerful. That he is all muscle and no fat is 
evidenced by the fact that for four years he has 
weighed in at almost exactly 190 pounds. 

Scarcely more than a boy—he is now only 26—Gotch 
has more than fulfilled Burns’ expectations. The 
muscles he formed as a plodding farm hand have 
crushed the proudest athletes. In an exhibition of the 
power of his muscles he once lay on a mat and 
“Farmer” Burns soucht to throw him. Burns pegged 
away at him, lifting first one end of him and then the 
other, and at the close of the time allowance Gotch, 
| every muscle drawn taut, was occupying the same 
place on the mat. 

If Gotch hadn’t gone on a jaunt to Alaska three years 
ago it is hard to tell whether his prowess as a wrestler 
would bave come to light. Gotch went to Alaska to 
take gold out of a placer mine. He came back in six 
months with $35,000, but he didn’t take it outof a placer 
mine. 

Gatch, working under the name of Frank Kennedy, 
took a place on the claim of James Brown on the creek 
above Dawson. Ina friendly scuffle a few weeks later 
he easily downed a man with some reputation as a 
wrestler. The next day he was challenged by Billy 
Murdock, the best man on the hill. A few nights later 
they met on the hard floor of asaloon. In four min- 
utes Gotch had his man on his back and had pocketed 
$500. Then he went back to shacking gold dust. 

Two lightweight wrestlers near Dawson heard about 
the newcomer, and when they put up $2,500 and offered 
the gate receipts to the winner, Gotch made a date. He 
agreed to throw them both in an hour and he left half 
an hour before the time was up with the money in his 
pocket. Next Gotch took upa challenge from White, 
next to the best in Alaska, and met him at Dawson for 
a bet of $2,500. Big money was up on White, but to the 
astonishment of all Gotch won three falls in eighteen 
minutes and cleared up $8,000 in purse, side bets and 
gate receipts. 

Gotcb having defeated all but Silas Archer, cham- 
pion of Alaska, Archer became interested in the boy 
miner and put up $5,000. The winner was to geta 
tingle fall. Archer was not alone champion of Alaska, 
but an old resident and local pride backed him. Miners 
from all over the Klondike came to the match and 
brought their dust along. Standing room was fought 
for at $10. Values run high in the Klondike and next 
day the Dawson papers said more was up on the match 
than any of the kind ever held in the world. Gotch 
took the aggressive and in eighteen minutes and twelve 
seconds pushed Archer’s shoulder blades to the mat. 
His total winnings were $18,640. 

After wrestiing against time for afew weeks Gotch 
came back to the United States and took up wrestling 
in earnest. He met all the State celebrities of lowa and 
Nebraska and then set himself to beat Jenkins. 

Gotch’s work on the mat is characterized by deliber- 
ateness. He werks calmly, but when opportunity 
| presents he manifests startling speed. is leg work is 

most baffling for his opponents, their power being in- 

vincible to date. He is versatile in methods, using 
nearly all holds with impartiality, but when put to the 
test resorts to his legs. His phenomenal rise, his youth, 
his evident superiority justify an expectation that the 
United States will at last have a defender against the 
Turks.
